‘TARTAR CIVILIZATION.

_! ‘The northeastern part ‘of our plateau (the |. 


plateau of Mid-Asia) was during remote, ages 
beyond the ken of history the home of hardy and 
‘aggressive Tartars, ‘These Tartar races, dwell- 
ing among the uplands in the lec. of the moun- 
tains, used for many centuries ‘to emerge" and 
harry the fertile Chinese plains lying between 
the mountains and the Pacific Ocean, It was to 
ward off these incursions’ that the Great Wall 
was constructed, winding like a vast serpent of 
stone along the ridges of mountains for 2,0co 
‘miles from the Pacific coast to the Siberian con: 
fines. The cost and labor expended on this 
lamiazing work attest the dread with which the 
Tartar highlanders Had: inspired the Chinese 
lowlanders, Some centuries after the building 
of the wall, the most warlike among the Tartar’ 
tribes, in the council of their National Assembly, 
acclaimed Temujin as their King in the year 
1206 A, D. He took:a title which’ {s trans- 
lated by, Europeans as Chinghiz Khan, (a, 
tille sometimes written Jengis, or Gengis, 
Khan), a, title which for two centuries or more 
was the best known name in the. whole world. 
At the head of his Tartar adherents he first sub- 
dued the other kindred tribes of our plateau, 
Then he organized and ‘disciplined’ the whole 
Tartar. manhood into an army of horsemen, 
This js the most wonderful instance of milita’ 
mobilization known to history, ancient or mod- 
ern, Its results, too, were equally appalling. In 
medizval times the marches of the Arabs and 
Saracens, in modern’ times the expeditions of 
Napoleon. have‘daztled Asia or Europe, These 
were'hardly, however, equal to the distant con- 
uests of Alexander the Great in ancient times., 
ut even the wars of Alexander were ‘perhaps 
surpassed by the ravages.of Chinghiz Khan and 
the Tartars. of our plateau. The countrics of 
China, India, Afghanistan, Bactria, Persia, the 
Aral-Caspian basin, Siberia, Asia Minor, and 
Russia, were overrun within a hundred years by 
Chinghiz Khan, hisltcutenants andhis immediate 
descendants., Ge i 
Thus, through the hordes of our, plateau there 
was established a dominion stretching from Cape 
Comorin, near the equator, to the Arctic Occan, 
and from the Pacific shores to the banks of the: 
-Vistulain-Poland—The- latest-historinn-of the- 
Mongols consider that nothing but the unex: 
pected death of the Tartar: soverciga, and the 
political. combinations, arising in consequence 
within this very plateau of ours, prevented the 
Tartar invasion from spreading.cven to Western 
Europe. Though it is often held that these 
terrific events have been overruled by Providence 
‘for the progress of mankind, still at the time they 
‘caused what Gibbon truly calls a shipwreck of 
nations. Notwithstanding this the Tartars won, 
in.‘a certain sense, an unparalleled success, 
which is attributable to the geographical cir- 
cumstances of our plateau. The .infltence 
of the precipices, the forests, the prairies, 
the wild sports in forming the national char- 
acter isso obyious that it need not: be. speci- 
fied, We really understand how the . sturdy, 
mountaineer, the daring hunter, the practiced 
archer becomes the able soldier. | In Mongolia, 
however, the local specialty was this, that the 
practically boundless extent of the pasturage 
and nutritious richness of its quality induced the 
pee le ta maintain countless horses, cows, 
uftaloes, sheep, goats and camels, neglecting 
the tillage of the sail, never building houses, but 
living in tents made of warm felt, eeciimulating 
a:certain sort of rude wealth, stilt roving an 
Toaming about at some scasons incessantly from 
‘one encampment or. one grazing: ground to-an-’ 
other, dragging with them their familics and 
their. effects by means of the pack animals 
and the roomy wagons drawn by many oxen 
yoked abreast. ‘Thus was a truly, nomadic. 
existence practiced on the largest scale ever. 
known. Mongol armics,-better drilled, ‘armed,, 
accoutred and cquipped than any forces 
then ,.known in the ‘civilized world, would 
emerge: from. our plateau into the inhabited, 
plains around, and would. obscive houses and 
towns for the first time. IJtis even alleged that 
some of them had never seen cultivated crops 
before, Inthis state of existence the temptations 
to depredation of all sorts were excessive, and the 
danger from the climate, the savagery ‘of nature 
and the wild beasts was alwaysimminent. Con- 
sequently the Mongols were obliged to hold them- 
selves together by the cohesion of families, clans 
andtribes. Thus, by the force of circumstances, 
a social organization. was established ‘ which 
proved the foundation of a military discipline 
suitable to the genius of the people, almost self- 
acting and unfailing even in, the remotest expe- 
ditions. |The horses, too, upon which the Mongol 
warriors mainly depended, naturally fell into the 


training: being always turned out to graze in|

herds, they habitually kept. together, and.in the! 
field manceuvered fixed habits which had ‘been 
already acquired. . It used ta ba remarked. that 
aline of Mongol cavalry was Iike'a rope or a 
chaln—perfectly flexible but never parted.
